A BLOODY ENGAGEMENT, 


Caban Rebels Lead Spanish Troops Into 
an Ambush. 

Meagre details have been received at 
Havana ofan attack upon the famous 
Platerocamp of the insurgenta bv Col. 
Koriqne Segura’s column, which was ad- 
mittedly severe forthe Spaniards. The 
official report, however, places the loss 
of the troops at only one lientenant and 
fonr privates killed, and one captain and 
twenty-seven privates wounded, while 
the reported | #e of the insurgenta was 
fifty-nine killed left on the field, and 
etimat d 100 wonnded eanied ctf. Col. 
Segnra lefi Vaagajay, at the head of his 
colomnon May %, and enconntered an 
insurgent ambush at Santa Cruz. These 
retreated, however, after only aekirmish. 
Arriving at Seibabo, Col, Segura perceiy- 
ed insnrgent infantry voing towarde the 
camp, The troops went in pursnit, pro: 
ceeding cautionsly, however, though only 
el.ght resistance waa offered to their ad- 
yance, They went forward until they 
came opposite lofty hills and inaccessible 
heights where the insurgenta had bnilta 
stronghold with entrenchments and 
earthworks, U-crea bloody engagement 
occurred. The insurgenta alowed the 
eolamn to advane> until part had enter- 
édadetile, close onder the heights, the 
cavalry and baggage train, however, still 
inthe rear. Ina moment the heights 
blazed with a endden fire of musketry 
and there was hurled down npon the 
troops a deadly shower of dynainite 
bomihea and shells, which exploded in the 
rank of the Spaniards. This snelden 
onsiauyht was totally unex pectad, and 
threw the troops intoa temporary panic, 
It looked like a ront,and as though the 
insurgents wonld carry everything before 
them. Theartillery was thrown into 
confasion, and was helpless and nselese, 
and wae placed hora de combat. The 
niles whieh were dragging the pees 
shied at the noise and fira of the explo- 
fives, and follintoa ditch. Theartillery- 
men hadto lift two of the cannon ont of 
the ditch and into position by main 
strength before they became available for 
aerviceatall. They weretrained on the 
roaekaand loaded with shell, bunt there 
was hoenemy visible to fire upon, the 
only sign of them being a heavy smoke 
Cloud which hung over the rocks, and 
showed where the terrible attack had 
come from. ‘he vanguard of the col- 
nmin had to face an attack froma line of 
the enemy perched in the entranch- 
ments on the steop hill which faeed, and 
added to the dainage and confasion, an 
aliack wae very soon opened on the left 
flank of the troops, The engagement 
thns rnoddeniy opened, beyan at 1] 
o'clock and continned ontil one o'clock. 

The clieial report announces that at 
the end of that time the Spanish troops 
were in sole possession of the tield, the 


jossea jnenrred beine about as above 
stated. 

PCOHIBITION APPTAL. 
Decision of the Privy Council Not Very 


Pian. 


Judgment has been rendered by the 
privy conneil inthe London prohibition 
ease, Their lordshipa answered the 
questions separately and opined the Oa- 
tario legislature had jirisdiction to enact 
keetion IS, eulject to necerssary qualiti- 
Cation, [ts provisions are or will become 
inoperative in any district of the pro- 
yinee whieh haa already adopted or may 
adopt the second part of the Canadian 
Temperance Act of Ise) The order of 
the supreme court of Canada ia discharg- 
ed, 

The jidgment of the privy conneil 
covers twenty one printed pages, and is 
highly fecfinieal, Tt was read by Lord 
Wateon, and deals chielly with the sev 
enth question submitted by the cavernor 
yveneral of Canada, which after an exten- 
nive review of Canadian laws for restric - 
tion of liqnor trafic, it angwera in the 
allivmative. Ttosthetr lordehip’s opinion 
the enactment of the Inipertal act of 
Isoy indicate the exercise of legislative 
power by the parliament of Canada 
strictly contined to matters urnquestion- 
ably of Canadian interest and impor- 
tances, Any other construction, they 
add, is not only contrary to the intend: 
ment of the act, bnt would practically 
destroy the antonomy of t' 6 provinces, if 
it wan ence conceded that parliament 
had anthority to make laws appli- 
cable tothe whole Dominion in relation 
to matiers which, in exch province are of 
local interest. Upon the asanmption 
they also concern the peace, order and 
goad voverninent of the Dominion they 
are hardly snbject to any enumeration in 
section 0) wherein they might not. leg. 
islate fo the exclusion of the provincial 
legisiature. Their lordshipa are also of 
the opinion section 92 does not give pro. 
yincial legislatures the right to niake 
laws for the abolition of the liquor traffic. 
[i assigns them saloon, tavern and other 
licensee and inposition of reasonable 
conditions npon dicenses, ino return for 
their legislation; bt, it cannot be con- 
flrned as anthorizing the abolition of 
eeurees of tevenne. Tie parliament of 
Canada has not tho power to pass prohi 
bitary law for the previnee of Oatario. 
Therefore it hag ne anthoritv. ta repeal 
an act wherect operation ie limited to 
the province, In lke manner they ex- 
press the repeal of the Canada Temper- 
ance act of Isso in liqaor prohibiti ne 
wlopted be the municipality in the tro 
vince of Oatario under sanction of the 
provincial legislature, does not appear to 
be within the authority of the Doniinion 
parhament, The questions 1,2, 5 and 6 
are sufliciently answered in the opinion 
of their lordshipe by question 7. In 
answerto question ° their lordehipa ex. 
pressed the Opinion, the proyincial levia- 
lature would have jorisdiction af it is 
shown the mann acturers are carried on 
Under ench cirenastances as made prohi- 
Ditton merely a local matter in the pro 
Vinee.

AN IMPORTANT RULING 


U. 8. Government Willi Allow Canadian 
Wheat to be Ground tn Bona. 


A diepatch from Dalnth says: Private 
advices have been received here from the 
east to the cifect that the treasary de- 
partment hag jist wade a ruling that 
wheat passing throngh the country from 
Canada to Earope, or back to Canada, 
may be ground into flour in this country, 
by the payment of duty, and when the 
product is chi; ped out of this country, a 
drawback cfall but 1 per cent. can be 
had. For instance, Manitoba wheat can 
be shipped to Daluth, as at present, in 
bond; on ita arrival here on payment of 
2) per cent. ad valorem duty it caa be 
taken to the mille and ground into ficur, 
and when the resulting flour leaves for 
New York nineteen-twentieths of the 
daty will be paid baek by thia govern- 
inent. The custome officials have been 
unaware of such a constrnction of the ex- 
isting lawa, and no oflicial notilication of 
the ruling has as yet been received here. 
Of course the ruling wonld apply as well 
to Minneapolis as to Daluth. [tis under 
atood that the head of the lakes millers 
have obtained this construction of the 
law through the Wisconsin delegatian ian 
congress. It will afford the head 
of the Jakes millers a mach larger 
field in whieh to seek for grain, 
and ought to stimulate greatly the ship.

Fdison worked on it for several monthe, 
and after spending fully $20,000 on hig 
experiments, threw away the machine he 
had perfected and started anew. In thie 
machine he uaed a shutter on the prin- 
ciple of the one used in the kinetoscope, 
but it gave kinetoscopic elfecta, and 
those he didn’t want. So he dispensed 
entirely with the shatter in the vita- 
scope, and secured the vitaecopic etlects 
by the nse of lenses and an are light, 


The vitascope power consistgof a small 
lens, such as is used in an ordinary 
camera. This lens is nearest the screen. 
Right behind it isa metal frame about 
an inch and a balf rquare, over which 
the picture to Le reproduced passes, Be- 
hind this iz a Jarge lens, and right be. 
hind this lens is an are light of 2.000 
candle power, ‘The pictures to be repro- 
duced have been copied on kinetoacope 
filma.and are no bigeer than the nail of 
one’s little finger. bach of these filme ie 
fifty feetin length, and containge several 
hundred pictures that goto make up the 
panorama. The film passes over a series 
of wheels at a very rapid rate, propelled 
by electricity, and ag the picture parses 
the frame behind the small lens mention- 
ed, the light from the arc lamp passing 
through the large lens and being tocured 
upon it, throws the picture throngh the 
amaller lens npon the screen, magnitied 
six handred times. 

Thus the animated, miniature picture, 
taken by the kinetoscope, ia reproduced 
life cize, in all ita detail and definition, 
on the screen, The first picture Edison 
produced by meane of the vitascope was 
that of a dansense, well known on the 
vaudeville stage of New York, She went 
to the Wizard’s Jaboratory in Orange, N. 
J., one day, and for tive minutes execut 
eda pretty pas de seul before the kineto 
scope. Her every movement was photo- 
graphed onthe kinetoscope tilm, from her 
opening bow to the kiss she wafted to 
the Wizard when she fiaished, Kdigon 
placed this film in the vitascope and 
threw the enlarged counterpart on a 
acreon.

‘These colora were pro- 
diced in all their natarainesa on the 
ecreen, but it thonld be said they were 
not photographed on the kinetoecope 
Him, bat they were painted on it later 
and in such a way that they do not rub

Another interesting feature of the vita 
ceope, is a magnet that is anspended be- 
fore the frame over which thetilm passes, 
Close to this magnet is a small dynamo, 
The purpose of the magnet is to protect 
the film from being melted bv the feussed 
light when the are light behind the large 
lens is burning. The light thus focuseed 
on the frame is very intense; and if al- 
lowed to rest for a moment on the film 
would melt it. The magnet being in the 
way, cuts ofthe light. But waen the 
electrical current is tured into the vita- 
ecope, and the wheels carrying the filma 
are xet in motion, the dynamo ‘ip also 
charged and the magnet is drawn to it, 
sothat the light can strike the moving 
film and send its picture through the 
smaller lens. ‘Thns the light is not 
focussed on any part of the film fora 
moment and the latter is not melted. 
When the current is cut off the vitascope 
the magnet falls from tha dynamo to its 
place in front of the frame and its mis- 
aion Of protecting the fila: from destrue- 
tion is resumed, 

Ag stated the films now used in the 
exhibition of the vitaseope are each 50 
feet in length, bat they are to be im- 
proved shortly by films 140 to 500 feet 
in Jength. Pictures for these ji'ms are 
now being taken, and among them are 
Niagara Falle, a steamer going down the 
Lachine Rapide, and an ocean greyhound 
leaving her pier with her decks cro sded 
with passengers waving adieng to their 
friends on shore,

SENTENCE OF DEATH. 


VERDICT OF THE COURT MARTIAL ON 
AMERICAN FILIBUSTERS., 


Canght on Board The Schooner Competi_ 
tor—Prealdent Cleveland WIll Not P r- 
mt the Prisoners to bea Fxrecuted on 
the Conyicilon of a Military Tribunal. 


Tha verdict of the eaurt martial which 
tried Laborde, Milton, and other mem- 
bers of the crew of the Competitor, was 
rendered the other night. It provided 


that allthe prisonera shall be put to 
death. ‘Fhe fact that two of the men 


were Americans was ignored, andthe plea 
ftwo othera that they were kidnapped 
4T the yeesel was not believed, Gilde, 
the other priconer, who was reported to 
be © enbject of Great Britain, is now eaid 
to be anaturalized Amorican citizen. 

The names of the prisoners are Alfredo 
Laborde, a native of New Orlean*: Owen 
Milton, of Kaneas: Wii. Gilde, an Eng- 
lishman: and De F iag Bedia and Teo- 
doreo Maza, both Cubans, 

Julins Chambers, the New York Jour- 
nal’ correspondent, telegraphs from 
Washineton as follows: President Ceve- 
land will not permit the fumuimary execu- 
tion of American citizens by “Batcher” 
Weyler, Secretary Olney was suimon- 
edtothe White House. After a long 
conference returned to the state depart- 
ment, and sent for Sener lmpny De 
Lome. the Spanish minister, ‘To him he 
stated the position of the president in 
uneqnivocal terms. However ambiguons 
the secretary of state may have been in 
former communications, this time hia 
langnage admi ted of ne misconception. 
The secretary declared that inthe opin- 
ion of the presi lent, the Cuban qwestion 
had assumed a more acnutestave than aay 
aince the beginning of war on the island, 
General Wegler lias refused to intervene 
in the cares of the condemned men of the 
Competitor. The president is determin: 
ad that these prisoners shail not be exe. 
ented upon the conviction of a military 


court. In no vrevions case involying the 
righte of the citizons, of the United 
States fias President Cleveland miuni-

WiLL SEEK SUNKEN TREASURE. 


Inventor Lake Pians a Sabmerine Craft 
With Wheels on Her Keel. 


The Lake Submarine company is being 
formedin Baltimore, to build a subma- 
rine boat with which it is proposed to 
search the bottom of the gea for the mil- 
hon dollars worth of wreckage that 
storms Of years have strewn there. Mr. 
William ‘Tl. Maistor, president of the Col- 
umbian lron Works is treasurer of the 
company, and the boat will be bnilt at 
hie ship yards, Theconpany has been 
incorporated under the lawa cf New 
Jersey, and most of the directors live in 
that state, 

Mr. Simon Lake is the president and 
inventor of the craft. eis about thirty 
years old. Ile haa been a machinist and 
has come fron a long line of practical 
mechanics. The boat will mnch resemble 
the cigar shaped Nautilas, of Jules 
Verne’s “Twenty Thousand Leagues 
Under the Sea” One difference will be 
that the Lake boat is intended for freight 
purpores, and will have a speed under 
water of only eight milesan hour. [t is 
entirely a commerrial echeme, and is 
intended to restore to commerce much of 
the valuable goods lost at sea. 

The boat wili be constructed of ateel, 
It aill be propelled by steam on the sur- 
face and from electricity in ttorage bat- 
teries nader water. The inventor aays it 
may be worked at a depth of 150 fest, 

The trial veasel (obe built at the Mai- 
tlership yards will be foity foet long and 
from ten to fifveen feet in diameter, It 
willearry a crew of six men and will be 
capable of staying on the bottom tor 
forty hours withont renewing the air. 
The opeuings where the divera will go 
out to work wil be on the bottom, and 
the water wil be kept out of the apart- 
ment from which they leave the boat by 
air preeanre. Monster electric lights, 
which, Mr. Lake save, will illuminate 
the ocean bed for 24bor S00 feet aronnd 
the voese!, as it yoes hunting for wrecks, 
will be xbipped, When the craft strikes 
bottom it will run on three wheels, two 
of which will be farnished with claws, 
so as to act as additional propellers. ‘The 
operator will guide the boat from the 
stern, behind the electric lighta, The 
relative airand water presture will be 
shown by viages for each, 

A derricis will be fastened on the front 
end,to be osed in lifting wreckage. 
Preight boats will aecoupany the motor 
boat, being attached like trailers on the 
streetcars. They will remain open while 
thediver is work. He will load the 
wreekage on the derrick, which will 
awing around and drop it in the freight 
trailers, When they are foil the water 
will be force ont by the release of eom- 
pressed air and the freight boate will 
thus become go light they will float te 
the anrface, 

The company not only expects to raise 
wree age, but to discover coral, eponge 
and other valaable sub-marine deposits.
